SURVIVAL OF TERRORS.

"Go to Germany and 
see tho gulf that separates the officer 
from his men, and you will return full of 
confidence in our companies and our regi- 
ments."

LONDON, May 4.—Even 
the Titanic 


disaster is no exception to the rule that 
troubles never come singly. The whole 
shipping world, and especially that part 
of it which is allied with the White Star 
line and Morgan's steamship trust, is 
seething with labor discontent and get- 
ting ready for unparalleled disturbances. 
The lying up of the Olympic was a direct 
sequence of the Titantic sinking. 
The 


White Star's action In having strikers 
who objected to the lack of proper life- 
boats imprisoned on criminal charges has 
not tended to soften the attitude of the 
men, hundreds of whose fellow workers 
had just given up their lives because the 
Titantic was not 
adequately 
equipped 


with lifeboats. 


"Prepare for an early strike" is the 


word that is now being sent around, both 
among the big steamship companies and 
amortc the -seamen's unions. 


MANN IS BUSY. 


Tom Mann, who was recently arrested 


for urging soldiers not to shoot striking 
miners. Is employing the few days of lib- 
erty that remain to him before surren- 
dering to his bail. Is 
visiting 
British 


ports 
and urging- seamen to unite for 


common action. His report Is that the 
men are rapidly responding to the call. 
Efforts are being made to enlist the ssm- 
pathy of American, colonial and conti- 
nental organizations, among whom Brit- 
ish seamen have been working for the 
past two months. 


Besides demanding adequate provisions 


for safety the men will demand a revised 
manning scale, under which each sea-go- 
ing vessel will be expected to increase the 
total of her crew by from ten to twenty- 
five per cent. The object of the new ag- 
itation, as set forth by the leaders, Is 
to lighten the burden of duty of the 
piesent crews and at the same time to 
absorb the rapidly increasing horde of 
unemployed. 


The Titantic accident has cr/stallzed 


sentiment among seamen and the pres- 
ent prospect Is that the strike will take 
place earlier and be of greater propor- 
tions 
than 
was 
contemplated a. few 


weeks ago.

ROME, May 4.—Perhaps the only 


branch of thp civil government of 
Italy which has benefited by the at- 
tempt on King Victor's life is the 
"lottery department" of the ministry 
of finance. 


One of the established Institutions 


of Italian life Is the lotto, or weekly 
lottery, drawn every Saturday In the 
eight large cities—Rome, Milan, Flor- 
ence, Venice, Naples, Bari, Palermo 
imd Genoa. Like the tobacco and salt 
monopolies, the weekly lotto Is one of 
the government, ready money-making 
machines, for every week at least 20 
per cent of the population Invest 
their pence on the possibilities of ex- 
tracting a fortune. 


Such an'opportunity as an attempt 


on the king's life was not to be lost 
by this nation of gamblers' and mil- 
lions of lire were risked on the possi- 
bility of fortunes being returned. Up' 
to date no great win has been record- 
ed, but thousands ot tickets are still 
being -Issued on combinations drawn 
from the attack.

PARIS, May 4.—An international com- 


mission, composed of scientific men, to 
•whose work tho most important discov- 
eries in radioactivity are flue, is about to 
meet in Mme. Curie's laboratory to confer 
on the definite adoption of an international 
standard of radlurn. 


The creation of this standard was de- 


termined upon by tha radiological and 
electrical confess at Brussels 
In 1910, 


when 
the 
following 
commission 
was 


named to consider the question: Ger- 
many, Profs. Hahn and Geltel; England, 
'Profs. Rutherford and Sodfly; Austria- 
Hungary, Pro's, Meyer and 
Sweldler; 


TJnlted States and Canada, Profs. Bolt- 
wood and Ever France, Mme. Curie and 
Prof. Deblerne. 


The commission requested Mme. Curie to 


undertake the task of preparing th'o Inter- 
national standard, which she completed 
in August iast, using chloride of pure 
radium, prepared and specially purified oy 
herself. 
The standard, is established by 


a small tube of thin glass about three 
millimeters (a little more than one-tenth 
of an Inch) in diameter and three centi- 
meters (over one inch) In length, which 
contains a carefully weighed amount of 
chloride of pure radium—about two centi- 
grams, or seven-tenths of an ounce. 


The tube is sealed and a small platinum 


wire runs Into the glass to give electric 
communication between the interior of the 
tube and the exterior, to carry off any 
electric sparks which the radium might 
produce and which might possibly break 
the tube. 


WILL BE IN INTERNATIONAL 


BUREAU. 


This little tube of radium, which will be 


used as the International standard, will 
probably be placed in tho International 
bureau of weights and measures. 
Secon- 


dary standards will be prepared In various 
scientific of official laboratories, and their 
amount of radium will be established by 
comparison with the international stan- 
dard, by determining the intensity of the 
rays, which havo traversed several milll- 
moters of load. Various secondary stan- 
dards will be measured by tho members of 
the 
comrnjsslon 
at 
their approaching 


meeting. 


The radium salts used for preparing tho 


international standard have been taken 
from a small supply of radium which 
belongs to Mme. Curie, and is not only 
used by her in her personal researches, 
but Js also placed at the service of those 
who work In her laboratory. 
The mem- 


bers of the commission have decided to 
ask their governments to reimburse Mme. 
Curie for the value of the radium cm- 
ployed In preparing the standard. 


The need of a radium standard has been 


felt for somo tl-ne by scientific workers 
In radioactivity. Owing: to tho difficulties 
of purifying radium Important differences 
exist between the tubes which are used In 
different laboratories as standards. 
In 


addition to this purely scientific interest, 
there \e a commercial and Industrial de- 
mand for a standard. 


Rudiuin is the moat costly matter sold 


commercially. Its present prlco Is 400,- 
000 francs for a gramme of bromide or 
over J2,250,000 an ounco avoirdupois and 
the price Is likely to Increase. 
Up to 


the present time It has been difficult for 
buyers and manufacturers to agree on the 
real quantity of radium contained In the 
article sold. When tho international stan- 
dard is officially adopted commercial pro- 
ducts will naturally be compared with this 
standard.

Independently of 
any assistance from man. 
It was mag- 


nificent, the opportunities of today, when 
compared with the- meagre resources of 
tho past, nnd the repeated struggle of 
woman for expression and independence 
almost from the dawn of history. 
They 


had found themselves at last, the twen- 
tieth century was theirs, and they were 
driving rapidly toward the goal of com- 
plete equality with mnn. But how many 
of these women were strong enough to so 
through life without love? 
None,

fancied, until they had undergone a pro-

of disillusion simlllar to her own. 


Then she rejoiced in -what for so long 
bad seemed to her the harshest of des- 
tinies: for sitting there In the cold dawn 
the one perfect destiny seemed to liur to 
be an utter Independence of soul and 
mind and bodv. the power to cultivate 
every faculty toward a state of develop- 
ment in which one human being, having 
in perfect balance the; highest potencies 
ot both si»xes. should stand alone, indif- 
ferent to nil extrinsic aid. And this per- 
fect balance could be attained only by 
woman, unhampered as sho was by the 
anlmality of man. 
"Perfection. The word started her oft 


on another train of thought. 
How was 


this 
perfection 
of strength, character, 


mind and poise to be attained? 
To stand 


alone without aid from man or woman 
was neither a means nor an end. She 
hnd none of the cohimon need of religion. 
It could play little or no part In her de- 
velopment. 
Nor could happiness be found 


merely In perfecting self toward a stand- 
ard 
which must Inevitably deteriorate 


Into self-righteousness. 
To stand alone 


is the most miuznlficent Ideal of tho hu- 
man character, but that strength must 
bo used toward some end beyond self.'

inable grievances of the working women 
In general and the factory women In par- 
ticular, but by their Intelligence; nor was 
she long discovering that the average In- 
telligence all over England wa" higher 
among poor women than

men.

routine of his work and further blunted 
his -facilities In the public house his wife, 
•with 
her manifold petty Interests nnd 


Bchemlngs to make a little monoy go a 
long way, nnd filled with her ever chang- 
ing anxieties for her children, was 
far 


more alert of mind and eager for Im- 
provement.

Pankhurst or her sleepless daughters to 
remind BrldRit thnt In this great body 
of womnn lay the future hope of Social- 
Ism or of anv reform directed against the 
elimination or poverty. 
Hut this nrm.v 


wns of no more consequence nt present 
thnn an at-mv of ants. It must have the 
ballot, and BridKlt, had spent much of 
her time In the last two or three years 
nmo^j: 'h» working women of England, 
educating them to a'sense of their re- 
sponsibilities. It wns not until 1903 that

It 
is historical, in that it gives the history 
of the suffrage movement in England, arid 
in the line of fiction it is one ot the beau- 
tifully romantic .novels of the year. 


What Charlotte Bronte meant in her 


time, what George Eliot stood for in her 
days, these places in our day are filled 
by Gertrude Atherton of California.

Students to Raise Vegetables 


on Land Near College 


Campus. 


PRINCETON, N. J., May 4. —A 


•unlQue plan has T>een devised by the 
newly reorganized Bureau of Student 
Selr-Help 
at 
Princeton TJniverslty 


whereby the Princeton undergrad- 
uates desiring to help put themselves 
through college have taken up farm- 
Ing, The plan of Instituting a Prince- 
ton "University farm was made pos- 
sible through an order of the Univer- 
sity Trustees granting to the under- 
graduates the use of over fifty acres 
of farm land adjoining the campus 
free of charge- Practically all of the 
•work: on the farm will be done by the 
undergraduates thus 
affording em- 


ployment to a largo number of stu- 
dents not only duringr the spring and 
fall but also through the summer 
months. 


The land will be used chiefly In 
raising: vegetables, for which there 
is always a large demand at Prlnc_ 
ton. 
The work of plowing and har- 
rowing has already been started, each 
undergraduate receiving twenty-five 
cents an hour for his work. During 
the summer months when the TJniver- 
bity Is not In session arrangements 
havo been made whereby each stu- 
dent will be given' a dormitory room 
free of charge and will receive two 
dollars lor on eight hour day. 
As 
board w ill not cost more than four 
dollars a week at the most, and prob- 
ably less, the farm work should proye 
remunerative to those engaged In it, 
for, 
in addition tb the regular wages 
cuch undergraduate working on tlje 
farm at least a month will benefit 
from any profits which may be made. 


The farm is situated immediately 
back of Prospect avenue, where prac- 
tically all the wealthy upper class 
clubs of Princeton are situated and 
many of the club men themselvjs 
have designated their intention of 
working on tho farm. 
Tho under- 
graduates as a body have taken up 
with tho plan enthusiastically and a 
"farm" club is organized to consist 
of both active and associate mem- 
bers 
The active membership will 


compose all those -working 
on 
the 
farm for at least a month, while any 
one interested in the plan may be- 
come an associate member. 
Another Interesting device for as- 


sisting needy students that has been 
brought about by the new Bureau of 
Student Selfheip is a display room 
situated In the center of the campus 
where 
the 
undergraduate 
selling 
agents may display their wares. A 
room formerly occupied by the regis- 
trar of the University has been glve.n 
th«--Bureau for this purpose. 
Tho activities ot the new Bureau 
have not. stopped with merely try- 
ing to assist the undergraduates to 
earn money -while In college but also 
to reduce their necessary expenses 
as far as possible. 
Tho so-called 
Princeton Discount club was recently 
organized whereby Princeton students 
may secure, on tho payment of one 
dollar the privilege of a 10 per cent 
discount on all purchases made at 
a number of, the largest stores In New 
York, 
Philadelphia, 
Trenton, 
and 
Newark as well as on bills run up at 
several hotels in

and 
Philadelphia.

First—The arrival In New York of 


Wireless Operator 
Balfour of 
the 


White Star liner Baltic. 


His narrative 
shows that at 


o'clock Monday morning he received 
wireless information 
from the Car- 


pathia that the Titanic had sunk flve 
hours before, with great loss of life 
and that all the survivor? were then 
aboard the Cunarder. 


That the Baltic thereupon swung in 


a big circle and resumed her voyage 
to Southampton. 


That tho Baltic, which was admit- 


tedly in direct wireless communica- 
tion all that day with Cape Hace and 
for a great part of the day with the 
Carpathia, either bottled up her in- 
formation or else transmitted it to 
Cape Race and that It was thereupon 
bottled up, so far as the public was 
concerned, between the time tho In- 
formation reached Cape Race early in 
the morning and 6:20 o'clock In the 
evening, at which hour Vice-President 
P. A. S. Franklin of the White Star 
line, published the wireless he said he 
had just received telling of the Ti- 
tanic's sinking. 


RECEIVED MESSAGE. 


Second — An interview which Sen- 
ator Smith had with Frederick Dauler, 
the Western Union employe, whose 
son was the informant of E. J. Dunn 
that "Islerran-k" (P. A. S. Franklin) 
had received a message telling of the 
Titanic going down with great loss of 
life early Monday morning.

Wireless Operator Balfour of the 


Baltic explained today why It was that 
he could not divulge all that had oc- 
curred aboard 
the 
Baltic from the 


time the first wireless message of the 
Titanic disaster had reached here 
until she reached her English port. 
"Under the British law," said Bal- 


four, "1 should be liable to a fine of 
$BOO, Imprisonment for one year and 
tho revocation of my license by the 
postmaster general if I were to tell 
the contents of any of the wireless 
messages received on or dispatched 
from the Baltic. 
We wireless oper- 
ators are very strictly bound in that.

KING MOST CORDIAL. 


"The 
kins was in morning dress, like- 


wise we, having been informed of this 
detail from a palace s'ource. We found 
the king- most cordlai and affable.

shook hands with each of us and con- 
versed, borne minutes. His majesty asked 
many questions about the exposition and 
ho expressed the greatest Interest in ail 
the Callfornians had done since the fire.

Nicanor Obarxlo and other less Promi- 
nent Panamalans, some of whom held 
public office and all bribed by Tankeo 
gold, proclaimed the Republic of Panama 
to be made up of what was then the de- 
partment of Panama, an integral part of 
the Republic of Colombo. 
"The United States, whose then presi- 
dent, Theodore Roosevelt, was the soul 
of the plot, hastened to recognize the 
fake Republic of Panama and to seize 
tho canal zone, each conspirator receiving 
his share of the bribe money previously 
agreed upon.

—and acts well—where he is not considering him- 
self as a several-times-millionaire. 


"Dick, you have a liquor business," said Miss 


Bates the other day. "Why don't you send me a 
basket of champagne?" 


"In a minute," replied the amateur Shylock. 
The next morning Hotaling told Appie McKinnon, 


who is in his employ: 


"Send a basket of assorted champagnes to Miss 


Bates, tie the basket in green ribbons and affix my 
card." 


McKinnon is a bit, of a wag himself, so he fixed 


up a beautiful basket. He sent "out for the finest 
ribbons. He directed the tribute sent to Miss Bates 
with Dick Hotaling's card properly displayed. 


But in the basket he put the finest cabbages, tur-

"He 


would have had that staged in a way that would 
have made the Mission known round the world." 


You know, Parde Lacombe is loved and revered 


by that most care-free aggregation in all San 
Francisco, the members of The Family. Tomorrow 
morning they are to be present at the cornerstone 
laying of the "Church in the Hills"—the little 
church at Portola, adjoining the Family Farm. The 
club gave an entertainment and over $1000 last year 
for the church. It is apt to give another entertain- 
ment and another purse this year. It has pledged 
itself to see that church through. 
, 


Ajid all because Father Lacombe has melted him- 


self into the club's life at its Farm. He is in the- 
games that are played and in the frolics that are 
on foot. The only change is that no man says a 
loud or an unkind word when the Parde is around. 
And the club is never so happy or so free as when 
Father Lacombe is part of the fun. 
We Want a Square Deal 


A man prominently connected with one of the 


great theatrical companies now on the road sat at 
table with a lot of us in the club the other day and 
this is about what came along: 


"How's business on the road ?" 
"Rotten!" 
"What's the matter? You ran well in New YorV " 
"Oh, in New York to the greatest business ever; 


• but on the road—nothing!" 


"Why? Is it the motion picture theaters?" 
"No; it's the dishonest managers. They send 


out three or four companies and advertise each of 
them as the real New York productions. The peo- 
ple go on that statement. They leave tha theater 
disgusted. 


"Then we come along. We have an honest show 


with all the people and all the costumes and scenery 
we had in New York. We play better than we ever 
did before. But we get half houses. It isn't the 
cheap theaters. It isn't hard times. Times are 
good, and the cheap theaters do not get the §2.00 
people. All the trouble is with the dishonest man- 
agers who insist on trying to bunco the public— 
and the public in its wisdom has decided that all 
shows are bunco. That's the whole thing." 
The Boulevard and the Big Guns 


I talked with an engineer and directing force in 


the Panama-Pacific Exposition—and I asked him 
about that boulevard along the bay and ocean shore 
that the pessimists say we are not to have after all 
He said: 


"Yes, we will get that boulevard! The govern- 


ment will build it through the Presidio and we can

Danny Ryan Gives Roosevelt S. F. 


Danny Ryan, attorney for the State Harbor Com- 


missioners, and as an absorbent of State "taxes un- 
der the present rule of the game, devoting his time 
to politics, has issued a proclamation that Roosevelt 
will carry San Francisco as against Taft, the best 
friend the city ever had. 


Although this declaration is, as it should be— 


coming from a member of the State "Jobocracy," 
there are cynical people who think that the incident 
is not closed; that this is not final; that the people 
may, possibly, have something to say at the primar- 
ies to be held later this month. 


As a man with experience of what the people 


won't do, Danny Ryan has a knowledge that should 
teach him how often the people, and the professional 
politician, differ. 


Dan found himself with an association of friends,. 


in control of the Republican municipal convention, 
the year Taylor was elected Mayor. That was after 
the Schmitz exposures. 


The citizens of San Francisco demanded that par- 


tisanship be suppressed that year. Dan was willing 
that it should be suppressed and repressed as to ev- 
ery other office except that of Mayor, and insisted 
that he was the desired of the people. He forced his 
nomination, with the result that he ran third, and a 
very poor third. 


The trouble with Ryan was that he entered the 


law office of the late great orator, General William 
H. L. Barnes. The overshadowing magnificence of 
the general enveloped him completely. He vowed 
that some day he would grow up to be a great ora- 
tor. The trouble with Dan was that he never grew 
up at all, but was obsessed with the idea-that he 
was an orator by right of partnership, and where- 
ever he entered a hall where people were seated, he 
delivered' a speech. I say, "where people were 
SEATED" because early experience taught him that 
if they were standing they could walk out more 
quickly. 


However, the powers of oratory should not be 


disparaged merely because they have not brought 
enjoyment to those within hearing; -they have 
brought results. 


Dan received a job on the water-front, and is now 


counting the votes to be cast in San Francisco for 
somebody else than himself. It didn't take him 
long to count those for himself—they were so few 
—but he says Roosevelt will have more. 
Mayor Rolph and Engineer Hanson 


It is daily. wearing itself into Mayor Rolph'a 


mind that if San Francisco is to move he will have 
to move on some of the^offices by moving the pres- 
ent occupants therefrom. The greatest stumbling 
block has been the engineer's office, occupied and 
dominated by that oratorical engineer, Marsden 
Manson, who can make more speeches about con- 
struction and do less actual constructive work than 
any other engineer in America. Manson has been 
one of the city's charges ever since the Phelan ad- 
ministration. 


Phelan, although ambitious to leave great results 


through his administration, was utterly helpless be- 
cause he was incapable of selecting effective public 
servants. His terms ended on the basis of talk, not 
performance. 


Mayor Rolph realizes that the talking haibt and 


the eating habit, with which San Francisco has • 
habitually celebrated her intention of doing the 
things that she never accomplished, has to be 
changed if he is to produce net results—physical 
facts. 


It is freely predicted by the Mayor's friends that 


very shortly there will be men—in the engineering 
office—there, for what they can do, not for what 
they say ought to be done. 
Suggested Removal of Commission 


Police Commissioners O'Grady and Spiro have put 


themselves "in wrong" on the Market and Fifth 
streets liquor permit. There has been a great out- 
cry about the placing of additional saloons in this 
part of the city, but the denunciations have been 
largely insincere. Theyjoriginated, primarily, with 
the merchant and capitalist who has torn down a 
building: across the street, in which, as long as the 
building stood, there was a saloon, from which he 
received rents. This shows the inconsistency of the 
thing. 


From the corner in question you could throw 


stones into a dozen saloons. Perhaps, however, it 
is a mistake to constitute Market street—the main i 
thoroughfare of the city—a row of drinking palaces. 
However, O'Grady and Spiro voted for the saloon. 


There is a city ordinance providing that "no sa- 


loon shall be permitted within one hundred and fifty 
feet of a school.'1 The opponents discovered that 
there was a business college in the top story of the 
Baron building, across the street. 


The business college does not occupy very much of 


the building, but it serves a legal purpose for the 
opposition. The door of the business college—a sep- 
arate entrance—is beyond one hundred and fifty 
feet from the saloon, but measured at the street 
door, it comes within the limit. 


Of course, there is some dispute as to whether a 


private business college, teaching grown-up people, 
comes within the meaning of a "school," according 
to the interpretation of the ordinance. Neverthe- 
less, it is shocking to think that the almost grown- 
up people who climb the stairs, should be ruined in 
their morals by this saloon one hundred and thirty- 
eight and a half feet away, across the street. This • 
is more shocking, when it is considered that there 
is a big saloon in full blast in the building itself, 
alongside the street door, and has been doing a big 
business since the building was constructed. 


According to the moralists, the saloon next door 


— and which is virtually part of the building with 
the entrance to the business college — will have no 
immoral effect on the students who go upstairs ; but 
the one, one hundred and thirty-eight and a half feet 
away, across the street, will be deadly. 


The whole matter is technicality, anyway, without 


particular merit. But, a number of politicians, and 
the civic everybodies desire these vacancies — some, 
because they want the jobs for themselves and oth- 
ers because they believe in moving things, anyway. 


But Mayor Rolph has no desire to give a politica1/ 


tinge to his administration and he does not wish t o 
have a row with the liquor trade by taking revenue 
on a mere technical! tv, and it is a question whether, 
on mature deliberation, he \vill not think it better to 
leave well enough alone, rather than make changes 
which might set issues in motion "that would plejgue 
his administration at a later day. 


Nearly every administration that has come into 


San Francisco under the "Reform" plan has gone to 
pieces on side issues or trifling matters — .'A row' 
with tie liquor element or an attempted puritanical 
enforcement of some sumptuary regulation. 


Rolph has been very lucky up to this time, and the 


well-wishers of the city hope that his good fortune 
will continue. He/is sincerely trying to do ttye right 
thing.

Bar Association and the Judges 


Curtis Lindley's Bar Association Committee to 


select Judges, appointed some weeks ago, has not ' 
yet brought forth anything, although it is said to 
have labored incessantly. The. public has been pa- 
tiently waiting for- the mountain to bring forth the 
mouse. Although it has not seen a mouse, it has 
"smelled a rat." 


When the committee learned that it had been ap- 


pointed on the theory that it was to knock the head 
off of one or two incumbent Judges; to make room 
for some favorites, and particularly, for a clerk in 
the office of Judge Lindley — the appointive power — 
the row broke out. Curtis Lindley, now Park Com- 
missioner and a director of the Panama-Pacific In- 
ternational Exposition Company, as a personal rep- 
resentative of Governor Johnson, is popularly sup- 
posed to have the dual ambition of being United 
States Senator and also Police Commissioner, if a 
vacancy can be provided. 


He was a politician in the old Sullivan-Dwyer con- 


vention, and did very well, by the way. He is a 
fine mining lawyer and ma'de a. lot of money. He 
is rather "out" with labor on account -of his big 
clients and the mining business having had such 
disputes, but otherwise is an available citizen. He 
is well thought of by the public, and it seems a pity 
that he should '"have tangled himself up with this 
judgeship squabble, which cannot possibly be of any 
advantage to anybody; and after all, the public — 
not the Bar Association — selects the judges, as has 
been demonstrated on several occasions. Everybody 
knows that incumbency is a 50 percent advantage 
in a judicial fight. New men stand har,dly any 
chance whatever.

Carnegie's Bright Young Men

calls the fact that none of Andrew Carnegie's 
"bright eighteen young men" he raised to power 
and wealth in the steel world is now connected with 
Morgan's United States Steel Corporation. 
James 


A. Farrell is the latter's president. He never was 
associated at any time with Carnegie. Schwab was 
the first president of the steel trust and Carnegie's 
ablest pupil. W. E. Corey, who married Maybelle 
Gilman of this city, an actress, succeeded Schwab.

All five, who were Carnegie proteges, are 
entirely out of the trust's official family. Several 
other of the Scotchman's pupils of former days, who 
were also with the trust, have quit. 


A banker tells me Morgan is selecting his own 


lieutenants these days regardless of Mr. Carnegie. 
The latter is supposed to have had some power in 
naming high officials of the trust for some years 
following its formation. That right or power is said 
to have run out about a year ago. 


Schwab is represented to be making more money 


than ever these days with his own steel and ship- 
building plants. One* of his means of recreation is 
playing golf. It is also said that frequently when 
in Europe he plays roulette with great success. His 
lucky number at that fascinating pastime is said 
to be 14. He plays at Monte Carlo, where the 
maximum amount, on eveiy Luin of Liie vvlieul io $36. 
As I am told, Monte Carlo never closes. Each table 
starts with a daily cs^ta! of 100,000 francs. When 
a table loses that amount it closes down for the day. 
In other words, when that money is gone, "the bank 
is broken." In that sense, Schwab is said to have 
broken the bank on several occasions with his lucky 
number 14. 
How Shortridge Named Son 


S. M. Shortridge, the noted lawyer, orator find

son, S. M. Shortridge, Jr., who already gives promise 
of following in his dad's professional footsteps. The 
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initials in each case stand for Samuel Morgan. In

Among those 'he found was Al Murphy of the Ex- 
aivu'ner. Several bumpers of wine were drank at the 
bar to the health and success of the babe by a dozen 
or j^nore of the friends of the .orator. While this 
was going on Murphy quickly walked over to the 
office and wrote on the register of arrivals for the 
day the name "S. M. Shortridge, Jr." The father 
saw the en try "on the register before retiring for the 
night. He was so 'well pleased that there and then 
ne decided that should be the name of his son and 
heir. 
Sweet Morsel for SprecKels 


While Rudolph Spreckels is championing the 


presidential aspirations of La Follette and swatting 
Governor Johnson and Editor Rowell of Fresno for 
their desertion of him in favor of Roosevelt, his 
favorite brother, Glaus A. Spreckels, is 
telling

The fight for a tunnel towards the north end of

ter which street is selected for the project. Mrs. 
William K. Vanderbilt Jr. and her sister, Mrs. Her- 
mann Oelrichs, also own a lot of Harbor View blocks, 
which they_ have turned over to the exposition com- 
pany for five years. Regarding a tunnel assessment 
on Fillmore street, they have just sent word from 
the East they are willing to pay 60 per cent, the ex- 
position people to stand the other 40. The Fillmore 
Street Club spent $1500 sending two men East to 
get this agreement from the two women. It ap- 
pears that the two delegates had a hard time get- 
ting an audience with Mrs. Vanderbilt until a mem- 
ber of the cloth intervened on their behalf. 


The project is still up in the air.

It is 
said that it was through Morgan that Carolan, 
Crocker and Prince Poniatowski got interested in it. 
Baron Henri de Rothschild, and the Duke of Vallom- 
brosa are said to have originally enlisted Morgan's 
support in the project. 
Hays Believed in Exercises 


Charles M. Hays, one of the distinguished pas- 


sengers who lost his life in the Titanic disaster, was 
a familiar, rugged and active pedestrian in Golden 
Gate Park back in 1901 while occupying the presi- 
dency of the Southern Pacific Company. A prodi- 
gious worker, Hays realized that he could not keep 
up his business stride and attain his 
ambitions, 


which were large and commendable, unless he exer- 
cised much and with regularity. As was the case 
with the late President Benjamin Harrison, he 


found walking his best exercise both for health and 
pleasure. And so day after day, until he moved to 
a home at Menlo Park, Hays, with swinging gait, 
walked much in the park and along the beach. A

road president said last evening that it is less than 
a year ago at a dinner at the Canadian Club in Mon- 
treal that Sir Wilfred Laurier, then premier of 
Canada, said of Hays:

As an executive genius he rates 
second only to the late Edward H. Harriman."

York and London bankers, first took Hays from the 
Wabash road in St. Louis and placed him in charge 
of the Grand Trunk at Montreal. It was the Speyers 
who sent him here as president of the Southern 
Pacific on the death of C. P. Huntington. He re- 
signed when Harriman and the Union Pacific ob- 
tained control of the Southern Pacific and broke 
the influence of the Speyers in the latter company. 
The Speyers then placed him back on the Grand 
Trunk with greatly increased powers. He met his 
death while engaged in extending the Grand Trunk 
system to Pacific^Coast tidewater at Prince Rupert, 
B. C., and planning an entrance into Boston against 
formidable opposition.

LONDON PROVES TRIUMPH FOR SINGER 


Ta/enfecf Mezzo-Soprano 


Lauded by English 


Musical Critics 


K"WS of tlic successful con- 
cert debut in London of

wlioso wife Is one of the 
attractive Tay sisters of 
San Fiancisco, has been 
received here In a copy of 


the London (England) Standard of Tues-

The article is as follows: 
"There are more than the. makings of 


an artist in Miss Daker-FIetcher, who 
macla her debut at Bechstein Hall last 
nlsht. For one tlilns, it Is not often that 
a beginner shows so sure a command 
of mezzo-voce. 
Style hasi never been 


very satisfactorily defined, often as the 
attempt has bean made. It is one of those 
things that are easy to recognize, but 
difficult to put Into words. 


"Miss Daker-FIetcher has style, and 


style, boreove ofaieflnod and fastidious 
order. An old Highland song—not so very 
old — was charmingly sung, as were also 
Franz's "Kosmarin" and "Liebchen 1st 
da." Brahm's "Am Sonntag Morgen" and 
"Melne Liebe 1st grun" were all they 
should 
be-—temperamentally speaking— 


but not to satisfactory vocally, the sing- 
er's full voice being less under control 
than her half-voice. 
Strauss's "Zuelg- 


nung," however, was an exception, and 
here a full appreciation of the musical 
and literary content of the song was 
forthcoming, 
illhs Daker-FIetcher was 


quite at home In some eighteenth century 
Scottish son^s, and she met with a warm 
welcome at the hands of a large and 
friendly audience. Mr. Llvio Boni gave 
a somewhat small account of the great 
Bach Aria, but Saint-Caen's "Le Cygne" 
ivas delicately and dettly played, though 
the efforts of the 'cellist -neie dlbcounted 
by Mr. Hamilton Harty, the accompanist, 
falling to preberve tho balance of tone as 
between pianist and soloist.'

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Importance 0f the Dublin Canyon Road. 
, The completion of the road through Dublin Canyon, which 
kill be sometime this summer, Oakland will give a graded ma- 
cadamized road to Stockton, along the most direct route. Last 
winter Alameda county built a splendid highway over the Alta- 
mont divide to connect with the oil macadam road built from 
Stockton to the Alameda line by San Joaquin county. There is 
a fine roadway to the entrance of Dublin Canyon, but the old 
stage road thence to Hayward has been in bad repair for several 
fears—in such bad condition, in fact, that heavy teaming over it 
was impossible. 


The washouts of several years ago completely wrecked the 


road through Niles Canyon, never a very good one, and it has 
since been impassable to heavy traffic, besides, the Niles Canyon 
road is twelve miles longer than the Dublin Canyon route. There 
is a good road via Mission San Jose, but it reaches Livermore by a 
long detour. The highway now being built through Dublin Can- 
yon connects with the Foothill Boulevard at Hayward. and gives 
the farmers of Southern Contra Costa a direct road over an easy 
grade into Oakland, something they have long desired. Hence 
tiie iicvv road mil open up a valuable trade territory for Oakland 
merchants. 
.! 
The road th-ough Livermore valley via Dublin Canyon is des- 


tined to be the great automobile route between San Francisco 
bay and the San Joaquin valley. It is not only the shortest 
route, but the road will be superior to any other, and it traverses 
a fertile, productive region, rich in picturesque beauty. No doubt 
it will be selected as a State highway, because it will enable the 


, inhabitants of the San Joaquin valley to reach Oakland and San 
•Francisco by the shortest and most direct route over an easy 
3n*ade, abounding in wayside accommodations and the conveni- 
ences of travel. 


*> 
The next large road building enterprise this county under- 


takes should be the construction of a macadamized highway from 
&iles to Pleasanton through the Niles Canyon. Such a road i: 
deeded, and would contribute to the prosperity of the county and 
$he conveniences of travel. It would relieve the Dublin Canyon 
£oad from congestion and afford a fine alternate route for motor- 
ists passing through the county. It is an avenue of approach to 
ii-the Livermore valley that should not be neglected. If the roac 
'over Altamont Pass is designated as a State highway, a roac 
4hrough Niles Canyon will be a necessary complement to it, since 
'it will give motorists from San Francisco who pass around the 
'bay a short cut into the Livermore valley and connection with 
the road to Stockton. The highway system of Alameda county 
Mdll not be complete until a first-class road is built through Niles 
jfcanyon.

bacco Trusts were begun while the Colonel was President, about 
the time Roosevelt ordered suspension of the proceedings to dis- 
solve the Harvester Trust, and that Roosevelt now condemns 
Taft for prosecuting to a successful conclusion the suits Attor- 
ney-General Bonaparte instituted-by his order. George W. Per- 
kins told Commissioner Smith that the ^Standard Oil'pe'ople were 
giving him the laugh because proceedings were ( atiout to be 
brought to dissolve the Harvester Trust,'with-the result that At- 
torney-General Bonaparte was ordered to bring "suit- against the 
Standard Oil Company and suspend proceedings 'against the In- 
ternational Harvester Company. That' was "in/ 1907. 
In 1906, 


the year previous, Burdette D. Townsend, speefaliy appointed to 
investigate the trusts, reported that the International Harvester 
Company was a trust monopoly in restraint, of trade. Here is an 
extract from his report:'

It is directly allied with that group of 
Standard Oil financial and "commerdal aggregations commonly 
called the Steel Trust, the "Coal Trust, the Railroad Trust, the 
Banking* Tfrust, etc. Rebates, prices of raw material, extension 
or refusal of banking credit, can all be manipulated with a dis- 
criminating favor which is murderous to the competitors of the

Townsend's report was 'suppressed. U Notwithstanding the in- 


formation he supplied the Attorney-General and the Bureau of 
Corporations, the contemplated suit to,dissolve the Harvester 
Trust was suspended at the direct instance of President Roose- 
velt Is it surprising that George W. Perkins, chairman of the 
board of directors of the Harvester Trust, is now actively sup- 
porting Roosevelt and contributing large 'sums to his campaign 
fund? Perkins represents the Morgan group of trusts. Jn his 
letter to President Roosevelt in 1907, Commissioner Smith said 
Perkins threatened that the Morgan interests would fight the ad- 
ministration if the Harvester Trust was prosecuted. The Mor- 
gan interests contributed huge sums to Roosevelt's 
fund in 1904. The facts speak for themselves.

Governor Tener of Pennsylvania, whose 


advocacy of good roads is well established 
propounded aaquesf.ion and supplied Us 
answer in PittsburR recently on the oc- 
casion of thn banquet held In conjunc- 
tion with tho annual 
meeting of the 


Pennsylvania Motor Federation, which for 
ths sixth time elected to its presidency. 
Robert P. Hooper, wno is also head of tno 
American Automobile Association. 


"The question mat now confronts'us " 
said the Governor, "is shall we bo con- 
tent to apply from year to year such 
amount of the ordinary revenues of the 
State as can be spared for the purpose, 
and build and maintain a. few miles at 
•best annually, with only a future gener- 
ation to enjoy them, or shall we provide-

There are 846 manufacturing establishments In 1912-' 1 nOakland, Berkeley and Alameda. 
Adding- 25 per cent of this total number for Industrial concerns not Included In Federal Census, or 211, gives 
a grand total for these cities of 1057. Estimating that there arc In Emeryville and Kichmond districts 100 Indus- 
trial establishments and the East Bay Shore section the total Is fully 1157, or more than double the number given 
by the Federal Census report 
Since the beginning of the original surveys by the Federal Government for the Improvement of Oakland- har- 


bor, arid the utilization of the waterfront on the continental side of the bay. there has been a greater percentage 
of increase year by-year of the population In the' east bay shore cities than In San Francisco. The figures from 
the report of the Federal Census from 1880 to 1910 tell the story. It is an interesting one, and It reveals the 
manner in -which the tide of growth In population has steadily set toward the east shore. 
In 1880, in the area now. covered by the east bay shore cities, Oakland, Alameda, BerTceley, Emeryville, Pied-: 
mont, Albany and Richmond, there was a population .of 40,263. At that time the population of San Francisco was 
233.959. In 1890 the population of the east bay shore cities was 65,810, an increase of 60.9 per cent for the ten 
years. In 1890 the population of San Francisco was 298,979, an increase of 27.8 per cent In ten years. In 1900 the 
population of the east bay shore cities was 98,369, an Increase of 49.5 per cent. That year San Francisco had 


342,782 inhabitants, an Increase or 14.6 per cent'in ten years. In 1910 the above-named east bay shore cities had 
a population of 225,859, showing an increase of 129.6 per cent for the whole district. In 1910 San Francisco had 
416,912 population, an increase of 21.5 per cent, about one-strth that of the east shore,. 
With the same rate of increase as in the last decade, the east bay shore cities will bave In 1920 a population 
or 618,572, and at her same rate of Increase, San Francisco will have at that time a population of 600,548. There 
is now a smaller proportion of floating population Jn the east bay shore cities than In San Francisco-— the popu- 
lation growth is more solid and enduring.

all of the silk used

States passes over a. Richmond wharf, 
but such is the case, for the Santa Fe 
railroad carries the bulk of that prod- 
uct to all parts of the country, taking: 
it from the ships plying between the 
Orient and this 
bay. 
Many ships 


from China laden with nothing

silk now dock at the new Santa Fe 
long wharf, which It recently extended

Some Questions and Aoswers 


(By Ellen Jacque, 1449 High Street, Oakland, Cal.) 


Q—My neighbor's cat catches and eats my fine chicks. I have 


begged that the cat be kept at home, but the owner's reply was 
|that his cat was worth a thousand chickens. What should I do 
about it? 


A—I am not familiar with the trespass law as applied to cats. 


Probably the only thing you could do would be to have the cat de- 
clared a nuisance. This would, of course, cause even worse ill- 
feeling between you and your neighbor, and the kind of neighbor 
who keeps a chicken-eating cat would not hesitate to annoy you 
in some other way if the cat were killed. Most neighborhood 
quarrels are caused by either children, chickens or cats and fre- 
quently all three contribute their share to the general disorder. 
Children and chickens are forbidden to trespass, but cats are al- 
lowed to roam at will. If the owners of cats were required to 
keep them at home or pay a fine we should soon have peace, both 
by night and day. 
, 
" . 


Q—We are living on an. old rented place and rats come out 


from under the floors of the outhouses and catch chickens and 
eat the feed. We have bought several expensive traps, but have 
not been able to catch one rat. Would you poison them and what 
would you advise for the purpose? 


A—Don't use poison of any kind. Sooner or later it will reach 


.something for which it was not intended. A neighbor has just 
lost some fine chickens through 
accidentally feeding them 


poisoned wheat which had been prepared for rats. 
Then 


poisoned rats are a menace to health because they crawl away 
under the floors and die. The premises can be kept free of both 
•mice and rats by the use of the "Sure Catch" mouse and rat 
traps, costing, at any hardware store, five cents for the mouse- 
trap and ten cents for the rat-trap. Like you, we K& living, tem- 
porarily, on an old rented place and the former tenant left be- 
hind several artistic creations in the way of rat-traps as well as 
a horde of rats. Two of the ten-cent "Sure Catch" traps soon 
disposed of all the rodents. One night we caught three in one 
trap and we frequently caught two at a time. Bait the traps 
with cheese, fresh meat or corn meal and scald them each time 
before resetting. Turn a box over the set traps, as they would 
break a child's finger if caught under the spring. Also set them 
out of the way of valuable dogs and CATS.

Moore, tho capitalist. Mho was shot and 
killed bj R. S. Timothy, a chauffeur, on 
January 27. 


At noon today Mrs Lillian Wapner- 


McCarthy-Moore, the widow, was filvon 
$32,000 In cash and a major portion of 
tho personal property of the st>tiUe, in 
return for her witdrawal of the will con- 
test sho had Instituted!!, and her relln- 
quishment of all further claims upon tha 
estate. 


This settlement was reached in the of- 


fices of her attorneys,, Mas tick & Part- 
ridge 


The legal papers announcing her with- 


drawal of the contest were signed and 
will ha filed In tha San Mateo county 
courthouse at Redwood City llonday. 


Under tho terms of the settlement Mrs. 


Moore will not receive what 
she- was 


fighting for in tho contest. 
The estate 


was appraised at $174,000 and the cash 
she received and property given to her 
will not exceed $50,000 In value. The re- 
mainder of the estate goes to Jefferson 
McLeod Moore, tha son. 


The furniture in the Moore home at 


San Mateo, the bis touring car which 
played a conspicuous part In the midnight 
tragedy an the livestock on the Moore 
ranch at Woodslde, San Mateo county, 
were given to Mrs. Moore. 
The ranch 


goes to the son. The San Mateo home 
was leased by the Moores, hence no dis- 
position of it was made. 


In a will, made two weeks before his 


death, Moore left the bulk of his fortuno 
to his son, cutting his widow off with $1. 
The divorce suit was then pending, and 
much bitterness existed between Mooro 
and his wife. 
He said In his will that 


he had left his wife $1 "for many rea- 
sons which I deem good and sufficient." 
SAID MOORE WAS INCOMPETENT. 
Mrs. Moore contested thp. scult on the 


ground that her husband was of unsound 
mind when he made It, alleging that a- 
kick which he received from a horsa had 
made him mentally Incompetent. She also 
alleged that he was insanely 
jealous of 


her, owing to fasp representations made 
to Moore by his son. 


The contest was made by Mrs. Moore 


to gain possession of at least one-half ox 
tho estate under the probate laws of Cali- 
fornia, 


Since the death of her husband Mrs. 


Moore has been receiving a monthly al- 
lowance of $500 from tne estate. 
She 


asked for J1.500, but her request was not 
granted by Judge Buck of San Ma teo 
county. 
Jefferson Moore, the son, vigor- 


ously opposed any Increase In the allow- 
ance. 


WILL HARD TO FIND. 


The -nlll, which will, be prnated In ac- 


cordance with its terms, was the source 
of much trouble 
C> Attorneys McClana- 


han ffl Derby, whj represented the son. 
It was known before Moore's death that 
he had made his last testament, but Its 
whereabouts was 
JL matter If mystery. 


On January 29, McCIanahan demanded 


tho will from Mrs. Moore, and upon not 
receiving it Instituted a search wliicb. 
ended in finding tho document In a safe. 
Not having a key ho was compelled to 
hire a safe driller in order to secure the 
will. 


Following this experience, McCIanahan 


visited the Pacific-Union 
Club, 
where 


Moore had an apartment Tho doors had 
been sealed by the club officials, and the 
attorney again used force to gain posses- 
sion of Moore's private papers and effects.

der Way and Third Is 


to Be Built. 


BERLIN, May 4.—Tha 
new military 


Zeppelin airship is fast approaching com- 
pletion nt Friedrlchslmfen, and the work 
of filling It balloncttes will be begun in 
a day or two. 
This will mnke tha sec- 


ond peifecred Kepplin In military sen-ice, 
and the third has been oidcred 
The 
war department possesses also a Zepplin 
of nn older typo, but it is already ob- 
solete, or virtually so. The new airship 
Is expected at least to equal and pos-' 
Mbly surpass her glster airship in speed. 
The specifications call for a speed of 
about 3S milos an hour, but this will un- 
doubtedly be greatly exceeded and will 
probably reach 48 miles, the record of 
"7,1," as the existing Zepplln Is known. 
A dirigible balloon unlike any existing 
type Is receiving the finishing touches 
at Duisburg. Its chief peculiarity Is that 
It is to consist of three spearato balloons, 
each complete In lts«lf. 
Each balloon 


will be 300 feet Ions and 60 feet In dia- 
meter. 
They will be nln-compartn\pntfl, 
giving tha airship one advantage of tha 
rigid tjpe. 
Flva gondolas, connected by 
vestibules as the coaches of a passenger 
train are connected, will be carried. They 
will he equipped with ten motors, which 
will generato 1000 horsepower. The gon- 
dolas will have heating and lighting ap- 
pliances. 
They aro designed to carry 


100 passengers.
